A note on page 224 of the Jan. ’89 MACUSER 
magazine stated that while the Macintosh Is the 
emotional favorite of many musicians, it has only 
a 17% market share while the Atari holds a 30% 
share. Also, in Europe, Atari leads Apple 40 to 1 
among musicians and recording studios. With 
MIDI interfaces costing an extra $600, (in 
addition to the original price of a Macintosh) 
while the ST has MIDI included on its standard 
—— (already at a low list price), need you ask 
why 


The Atari SX212 baud modem is shipping to 
Atari dealers In the United States. The modem Is 
a Hayes compatible 300/1200 baud modem that 
connects via a standard RS232 port. When the 
software is ready, Atari will market an SX — 
Express Terminal program written by Keith 
Ledbetter and a SIO cable, both for the 8bit 
computers. Suggested list price Is $99.95. 


The XEP80 80-column adapters are avallable for 
shipment to dealers. The XEP80 piugs into 
joystick port #2 on any Atari 8-bit. Any video _ 
monitor can plug into the XEP80 and deliver true 
80 column text. An extra port on the XEP80 
allows standard parallel printers to plug in 
directly. Atari is working on AtariWriter 80 and 
Silent Butler 80 to support the XEP80. The 
XEP80 retalls for $79.95. 


DOS-XE, the new Dos for the XF551 Is now 
available through Atari Customer Relations. The 
price is $10.00 and it Includes the DOS-XE 
master disk and the new XF551 disk drive 
manual. DOS-XE runs only on XL & XE 
computers. If you are interested in looking at 
the new XF551, ACE-HI was given a special 
copy by Atari Corp. for promotional reasons. 
The disk and manual are avaliable through — 
the club’s 8-bit library.

FALCON for the ST will be the hottest flight 
simulator for the ST In 1989. Before that It was 
GUNSHIP, but FALCON Is a worthy successor In 
every department. From packaging and 
documentation to graphics and actual flight 
simulation, the winner is FALCON.

Since describing the features of FALCON can 
be a long winded process, | will break this Into a 
four parts, beginning with the PACKAGING and 
DOCUMENTATION. 


Spectrum Holobyte put a great deal of effort 
Into this program and It shows right away In the 
graphics design on the front of the box. The 
beautifully drawn picture of a Falcon with its’ 
claws polsed to kill a Mig-21 is Impressive and 
draws a buyers’ attention to the package. 


Once you open the box, you'll find an option 
sheet describing the options for using FALCON 
to dogfight with Amiga and Macintosh 
computers via modem. You can direct connect 
ST to ST,ST to Amiga, but ST to Macintosh 
won't work, It’s because the Mac runs FALCON 
In monochrome. The Instructions are clear, so 
you shouldn't have any trouble dueling In the 
skies with other FALCON owners. | haven't tried 
a modem dogfight, but I’d be happy to take the 
challenge. 


The KEYBOARD COMMAND LAYOUT sheet 
Is next and It’s the most used tem In the 
orto gs It relleves you of the drudgery of 
oking for the correct commands In the manual. 


The MANUAL Is the next item in the 
package. Read It from front to back and don't 
skip anything! It’s a technical marvel and well 
worth the cost of the pres even without the 
program disks. Part! deals with your first flight 
in the Falcon. It takes you through the 
loading and running of the program,cockpit 
orientation,take off procedures and your 
encounter with the enemy. Part II deals with 

the keyboard commands and layout of the 
keyboard, but this chapter can be skipped If 
you're In a hurry to boot the program and fly right © 
away, since you already have the keyboard 
command layout sheet. Part Ill gives you 
military ranks,missions and their effects 
on the performance of your FALCON.

Remember that the higher your rank, the 
more realistic the flight characteristics of your 
fighter become. That includes handling 
characteristics and the effects of your fighters 
systems when used against the enemy, like 
ECM and other countermeasures. 


Part lV shows you advanced flight maneuvers 
and this Is the place to go when you have 
enough experience to handle the FALCON at 
higher missions levels. 


The last ( and most Irritating) ftem In the 
package Is the INFAMOUS code-wheel. This Is 
a form of copy-protection for FALCON and 
something you have to have fo run the program. 
Once FALCON Is booted, you'll see a menu 
screen with a symbol. Below that another serles 
of symbols that you match with first symbol. 

After matching these, you'll be asked to look In 
one of 6 windows and type In the letter that 
appears within. 
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symbols on the monitor does not look like the 
ones on the wheel. So Its better to take a guess 
and try again, if you’re not sure what you see. 


Thats about it except for the disks and I’m not 
sure whether they are copy protected or not, but 
without the code-wheel the program won't run.

mouse and the program calculates font sizes 
proportionally. The title page has a good 
example of this. 


On this page are 2 examples of text 
runaround. This Is another built-in option that 
PageStream does falrly well. 


The only problems | have run Into with 
Version 1.5 have occured while resizing pictures, 
and usually when | accidentally run over the 
boundaries of the window. Hopefully something 
can be done to correct this minor annoyance, but 
In all it looks like ACE-HI INFO has a new face 
from here on out!
